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Decision in 
San Francisco 


Judge Says 36 AFL 
Longshoremen Entitled to 
Work on Waterfront 


The opening wedge in the crack- 
ing of the CIO international long- 
shoremen’s and warehousemen’s 
union control of the San Francisco 
waterfront was believed driven in 
San Francisco this week in an im- 
portant court decision. 

Rendered by Superior Judge I. 
M. Golden, the decision ordered a 
trial, probably early in January, on 
the suit of 36 members of the in- 
ternational longshoremen’s «ssocia- 
tion (AFL) for the right to work 
on the San Francisco waterfront. 

The decision also was counted an 
important addition to labor law 
since it gives the A. F. of L. mem- 
bers legal rights under an arbitra- 
tion award. 

Under the award made at the 
conclusion of the 1934 strike, the 
A. F. of L. members were listed as 
registered longshoremen and given 
rights to work on the waterfront. 


“Lost Battalion” 

The men, known on the water- 
front as the “lost battalion,” charge 
that alien Harry Bridges barred 
them from union hiring halis un- 
less they would join his radical 
union and accept its red teachings. 


The decision was seen as new im- 
petus for A. F. of L. activity on} 
the waterfront since it may break| 
the dictatorial control of Bridges | 
and repeal penalties placed on A. 
F. of L. membership. 

At the same time, it turned the 
tables on Bridges, who has been 
hurling specious charges of dis- 
crimination. It makes him the de- 
fendant in a trial on discrimina- 
tion against American workers.

On: the: article, a-Chistnase — _——__—_ _ 


stocking, purchased in a local 
store, appeared the following 


in bold type: 


“The contents of this stock- 
ing is guaranteed to be filled with 
100 per cent made in America prod- 
ucts. Stocking manufactured in 
U.S.A. of domestic material.” 

When the contents were exam- 
ined Doyle said, it was discovered 
that 50 per cent of the articles 
were labeled “made in Japan.” 

“This practice must be 

stopped,” Doyle stated, “in or- 

der to protect our American 


manufacturers. American citi- 
zens are being fooled by such 
practices and the United States 
district attorney will be asked 
to make an investigation of 
the entire matter.” 

The stocking was filled with a 
package of Don Carlos dog food, a 
rubber dog’s head, ball and mouse. 
The dog’s head and mouse are 
stamped “made in Japan.” 

Members of organized labor and 
their friends were asked by Doyle 
to report any further violations on 
the above matter to his office in 
the A. F. L. building in Oakland.

Federal Judge Charles E. Wood- 
ward on Monday fined the Miller-

LOCAL CARMEN 


TO FIGHT

OF SERVICE 


Two important resolutions were 
adopted this week by Division 192, 
street electric railway and motor 
coach emplovees of Oakland. 


One addressed to the state rail- 
road commission, protests the ap- 
plication of the Key System for a 
revision and curtailment of time 
schedules on its interurban runs. 
The Key System has, for years, 
been one hundred per cent union- 
ized with the men working under 
good conditions. The SERMCE 
resolution is broad in its scope. It 
not only protests the hardship that 
will prevail in the layoff of 30 of 
its members, should the new sched- 
ules become effective, but it also 
strikes a note that should be of in- 
terest to the Key System. 

The resolution calls attention to 
the fact that the beneficial effects 
desired by the company’s curtail- 
ment plans “will not be met by 
forcing the traveling public to use

Supports State Secretary 
The second resolution cites a 
specific case in support of Secre- 
ary Edward Vandeleur’s cam- 
paign, against the evils of the state 
compensation insurance laws, on 
behalf of the state federation of 
labor. The resolution, which fol- 
lows, explains its own case. 
Whereas, on October 3rd, 
1938, Operator Frank Raboli 
was hurt in the course of his 
employment; and 
Whereas, persistent efforts 
on the part of this organiza- 
tion failed to get him the com- 
pensation due him; and 
Whereas, on June 17 his case 
was heard before a_ referee 
representing the industrial ac- 
cident commission for the state 
of California; and 
Whereas, despite efforts on 
the part of this organization to 
get the matter settled, no de- 
cision has as yet been ren- 
dered; so be it 
Resolved, That this organiza- 
tion request the secretary of 
the California State Federation 
of Labor to take this case be- 
fore the proper authorities in 
an effort to get a settlement.

LINE PILOTS IN U. S. 


According to a recent announce- 
ment by the civil aeronautics au- 
thority there are 26,144 pilots and 
11,160 aircraft certified in the 
United States. This was an _ in- 
crease of more than 6,000 pilots 
and of more than 1,400 air craft 
since July 1, 1938, when the totals 
were 20,076 pilots and 9,732 air- 
craft. Further, it was an increase 
of more than 3,100 pilots and 1,100 
aircraft in the six-month period 
since January 1, 1939, when there 
were 22,983 certificated pilots and 
10,000 certificated aircraft. 


In the private classification 
alone, during the last six months, 
there has been an increase of 971 
pilots of which number 228 were 
college students who received their 
certificates after training under 
the experimental phase of the CAA 
vocational flight training program 
inaugurated in 13 schools during 
the second semester of the 1938-39 
school year.

State Millmen 
Meet at Chico 


A delegation of east bay millmen 
attended the week-end sessions of 
the state mill committee held Sat- 
urday and Sunday, December 9th 
and 10th, in the labor temple at 
Chico, 

The local millmen’s union mem- 
bers employed at the Diamond 
Match Co. planing mill in Chico 
were the hosts on this occasion. 
Delegations were present from San 
Francisco, Sacramento, Oakland, 
San Mateo, San Jose, Salinas, 
Monterey and Santa Cruz. Stock- 
ton, Fresno and Los Angeles did 
not make the big jump to the 
north. Two visiting brothers who} 
made the trip on the Sacramento 
Northern said the company should 
dispense with their time table and 
use a calendar. 

The Diamond Match Co, will not 
meet the wage scale necessary in 
order to be granted the use of the 
label of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of Amer- 
ica. They have some 65 lumber 
yards, trim sheds and building ma- 
terial depots in the smaller towns 
of northern California and due to 
the low wage scale on the produc- 
tion end at Chico they soon elim- 
inate local competition. The clos- 
est this low-wage blight comes to 
Oakland is Concord and Livermore. 


Controversy 


Current discussions by editors, journalistists, columnists, 


economists, and other public opinion forming agencies regard- 
ing the origin, nature and significance of the controversy be- 
tween the American Federation of Labor and the congress of 
industrial organizations reveal either a regrettable lot of truthful 
information regarding this dispute in the family of organized 
labor or a wanton determination to misrepresent the facts. 


In order that everyone may have the actual truth, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has published a compact history of the 
controversy, based on official documents, in a brochure entitled 


“A. FB. of L. vs. C. I. O.—The Record.” 


The brochure contains the reports of the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor covering the controversy 
to the 1936, 1937, 1938, and 1939 conventions of the federation. 
These reports give the documentary history of the dispute from 
the establishment of the CIO in 1935 by John L. Lewis and his 
associates, following their overwhelming defeat on a question 
of policy in the 1935 convention of the federation, to the devel- 
opments during 1939. The reports include the origin and results 
of the conferences of representatives of the two groups to adjust 
the controversy from the time the first conference convened in 
the latter part of 1937 until the last conference was prorogued 
in 1939 by the refusal of Mr. Lewis to participate. The brochure 
also includes President Roosevelt’s letter to the 1939 A. F. of L. 
convention, expressing the hope that the controversy would be 
adjusted, and the action of the convention thereon. 


In announcing the publication of this “complete history of 
the controversy between the American Federation of Labor and 
the CIO,” William Green, president of the A. F. of L., said: 


“Here is the record. We urge all union men and women in 
the country to read it, whether they are affiliated with A. F. L. 
or CIO organizations. We likewise urge the public to read it. 


“This history was prepared and published by order of the 
last convention of the American Federation of Labor. It con- 
tains all the facts relating to the split in the American labor 
movement from its inception up to date. 


“We want the facts to be known. For it is only when people 
know the facts that they can judge who was responsible for 
starting labor’s civil war and who is responsible for prolong- 
ing it. 

“We want the American people now to place the responsi- 
bility where it belongs. We believe that an attitude of neutrality 
toward the disputants in this case by those who profess to be 
anxious for labor peace merely serves to shelter and protect the 
side which is to blame. Therefore, such an attitude hinders the 
attainment of peace.”

Automotive Industries in 
Two Counties and Aircraft 
Company First to Sign-Up 


Official approval of the first ap- 
prenticeship labor standards agree- 
ment entered into by any Califor- 
nia group in the automotive indus- 
try was announced today by direc- 
tors of the department of indus- 
trial relations. 

Automotive Industries, Inc. of 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties, and Local Union No. 1546, in- 
ternational association of machin- 


| ists, are parties to the agreement, 


which will control the training of 
some 300 young men in the auto 
motive repair industry in those 
counties. George Rosecrans, mem- 
ber of the California apprentice- 
ship council set-up under the new 
act, is named co-ordinator. 
500 Under Contract 

It was announced also that 500 
young men at the Lockheed Air- 
craft corporation, of Burbank, Cal- 
ifornia, would be benefited by a 
labor standards agreement entered 
into today by the company, through 
R. Randall Irwin, its manager of 
industrial relations and member of 
the California apprenticeship coun- 
cil, and the plant’s local of the in- 
ternational association of machin- 
ists. This too is the first in its 
field and no doubt will be followed 
throughout the aircraft industry. 


Both agreements were negotiated 
by J. A. Wright, field representa- 
tive, federal committee on appren- 
ticeship, and Archie J. Mooney, sec- 
retary of the California apprentice- 
ship council. 


ICC to Regulate Working 
Hours of Trucking 
Industry Employees 


A special three judge federal 
court has ruled that the ICC, and 
not the wage-hour administration, 
has authority to regulate working 
hours of approximately 500,000 
clerical employes in the trucking 
industry. The decision was handed 
down in an unusual appeal by the 
American Trucking association 
from an ICC ruling that it did not 
have authority to regulate work- 
ing hours of other trucking em- 
ployes than drivers. It was indi- 
cated that the government would 
take the case directly to the su- 
preme court.

Oomph! How It Hurts 


Since late 1937 the brotherhood 
of painters, through its various 
unions as well as numerous other 
labor organizations, has been at 
odds with the “We Don’t Patron- 
ize” Sherwin Williams Paint Co. 

Satisfying reports we have re 
ceived indicate that this concern 
made the following profits for the 
listed years:

Why there was such a drop in 
1938 is a matter for conjecture. I 
have my guess. Why there was a 
raise in 1939 to two-thirds of the 
former business I can also guess. 
I’d say two factors were instru- 
mental, One, the general uplift in 
the paint business all over the 
country. Two, the tremendous ef- 
forts of the company to gain back 
all the business they were losing 
as a result of their disfavor in the 
eyes of organized labor. We have 
noticed the varied and great ad- 
vertising stunts they have resorted 
to. Over the radio, on billboards, 
in magazines, etc., the company 
seems to have embarked on a 
“make-me-known” campaign here- 
tofore unsurpassed in the paint in- 
dustry. Of course we also realized 
the Sherwin Williams Co. was go- 
ing out of its way to keep and get 
new customers. Special induce- 
ments were numerous. 

But here’s a new reason. One 
that I personally did not believe 
the company would stoop to, not 
because of morals but because of 
fear of discovery. Perhaps the 
pinch of organized labor was too 
much. Perhaps things were at the 
desperation point. Or perhaps the 
Sherwin Williams Co. is a chiseler. 
At any rate let me quote from a 
report emanating from Washing- 
ton last Monday: 

“The federal trade commission 
announced today the filing of a 
complaint alleging price discrim- 
inations in violation of the Rob- 
inson-Patman act against the Sher- 
win Williams Co., Cleveland, paint 
manufacturers and two _ subsidia- 
ries, Lowe Brothers company, Day- 
ton, Ohio, and John Lucas and 
company, Inc., Philadelphia. 

“The complaint alleged that some 
customers were permitted to pool 
orders to obtain a ten per cent dis- 
count, although shipments smaller 
than required for such a discount 
were made to the individual buy- 
ers. 

“It charged also that some cus- 
tomers were granted a flat ten per 
cent discount off dealers’ list 
prices, regardless of the size of the 
order, although similar treatment 
was not accorded firms competing 
with them.” 

The extent and magnitude of the 
Sherwin Williams Paint Co. is well 
known. It is common belief among 
many paint manufacturers that the 
Sherwin Williams concern dictates 
the prices of paint. By so doing 
they also control the wages of 
paint makers . . . to some degree. 
Paint manufacturers want to know 


why paint prices did not rise in 
1937 in proportion to the general 
increase of other commodities. 
Sherwin Williams could be the 
answer. 

Lowe brothers and Lucas com- 
pany are Sherwin Williams owned. 
I wonder how many other com- 
panies have been forced to sell out 
to this concern as a result of their 
alleged infamous business prac- 
tices. 

Hooray! 

The paint makers received a let- 
ter last Tuesday morning from Mr. 
Shainwald, executive vice presi- 
dent of Paraffine Co., Inc. notify- 
ing us that a more liberal vacation 
plan would be effective in 1940. 

The new plan calls for a one 
week vacation after one year and 
two weeks after two years. Previ- 
ously it was necessary to be em- 
ployed for five years before the 
two weeks’ vacation was granted. 

In passing let it be noted that the 
paint makers’ union has continu- 
ally and consistently dickered with 
the Paraffine company for this 
plan. We also acknowledge the 
support, to and from, the Pulp, 
Sulphite and Paper Mill Workers’ 
No. 255, Paper Makers’ Local No. 
335 and its leader, John Reynolds, 
and the Corrugated Fibre Products 
and Wax Paper Workers’ Union, 
No. 382 and its representatives, 
Frank Moran and Harry Gilmore. 
Signed and Sealed 

Paint makers’ union signed an 
agreement last week with the new 
Gold Star Adhesive company of 
Oakland.

Morrison Honored 
By A. F. L. Employes 


Testimonial Dinner Pays 
Tribute to Secretary- 
Treasurer of the American 


Federation of Labor Who 
Retires December 31 


Frank Morrison, who retires as 
secretary-treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor on De- 
cember 31, after forty-three years 
of service, was honored at Wash- 
ington, D. C., on December 7, by 
a testimonial dinner - dance at the 
Willard hotel given by one hundred 
and three employes of the home 
office of the American Federation 
of Labor. Besides Mr. Morrison 
the guests of honor were: Mrs. 
Frank Morrison; Miss Esther Mor- 
rison, daughter; Nesbitt Morrison, 
son; and William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. At the conclusion of the din- 
ner, Mr. Morrison was presented 
with a leather chair accompanied 
with souvenir testimonial, artisti- 
cally designed and bound in 
leather, signed by each employe of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

In accepting the chair, Mr. Mor- 
rison reviewed briefly his forty- 
three year career as an official of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
He said that when he became sec- 
retary in 1896 the A. F. of L. mem- 
bership was only 256,000 and that 
as secretary and _ secretary-treas- 
urer he had lived to see it pass the 
four million mark. He added that 
after his retirement as secretary- 
treasurer he did not expect to re- 
main idle, but would find abundant 
use for his activities in advancing 
the interests of the organized labor 
movement. 


Mr. Green reviewed the years of 
service given to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor by Mr. Morrison 
and extolled him as a man of 
“sterling qualities.” He said that 
although Mr. Morrison was retir- 
ing as secretary-treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
A. F. of L. was not dispensing with 
his services, but had created a new 
office, secretary-treasurer emeri- 
tus, in which Mr. Morrison would 
continue his excellent work for the 
American Federation of Labor.
